\\\ of the pending claims 1 -32 in the instant Application stand rejected. Independent 

claims , 2, 1 1 and 12 are hereby amended to clarify the features of the invention. 
Claim i Objections 

rhe Examiner has objected to claim 12 due to a typographical error. The typographical 
error is hereby corrected in a non-limiting manner. Thus, withdrawal of the objection is 
respect. uUy requested. 

Claim Aeiections 

The Examiner has rejected: (1) claims 1,2,9-12, 19-27 and 29-31 under 35 U.S.C. § 
102(e) IS being anticipated by Aizawa et al (US 6,452,629 Bl ; hereinafter "^zzowa"); (2) claims 
3-8 anc 13-18 under 35 U.S. C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over ^/zawa in view of JP 09- 
04657: (hereinafter ''JP '57r)\ and (3) claims 28 and 32 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpate. itable over Aizawa in view of Steinberg et al (US 6,006,039; hereinafter Steinberg), 
These ejections are respectfully traversed. 

Independent Claims 1. 2. 11 and 12 

The Examiner takes the position that Aizawa discloses all of the features of independent 

claims 1, 2, 1 1 and 12, specifically citing the method depicted in FIG. 4 of being of relevance. 

AppHcants respectfiilly disagree, and submit that Aizawa fails to teach or suggest 

' Vaiti ig for a program transmitting conunand from an external recording medium, where the 
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prograir transmitting command is the first commxmication between the digital camera and the 
extemal recording medium," as recited in the independent claims. 

I Lather, the portion of Alzawa alleged by the Examiner to be similar to the recited 
"progra- n transmitting command" (Step SI 04 in FIG, 4) can only reasonably be read as 
disclosi ig a procedure where die camera contacts the PC to obtain information regarding the 
progran to be added {S405-S406). This is opposite to the c laimed arrangement, where the first 
comrau lication is fi-om the "extemal recording medium" to the camera. 

Thus, Applicants respectfully submit that independent claims 1 , 2, 1 1 and 12 are 
patenta >le over the applied reference. 

further, Applicants respectfully submit that rejected dependent claims 3-10 and 13-32 are 
allowal le, at least by virtue of their dependency, and that the secondarily applied references, JF 
^577 ar d Steinberg, fail to teach or suggest the deficiencies of Aizawa noted above. 

Thus, Applicants respectfully request that the Examiner withdraw this rejection. 

Conch sion . 

In view of the foregoing, it is respectfully submitted that claims 1-32 are allowable. 
Thus, i is respectfully submitted that the application now is in condition for allowance with all 
of the i laims 1-32.
